The country is of lime- 
stone formation, Originally, I suppose, there 
was a very thick primeval forest in Ken- 
tucky; but most of it has disappeared in this 
and now there is just enough of timber 
answer the purposes of fuel for man and 
shade for the cattle—that happy medium 
which adds so much to the beauty of the 
landseape. The principal growths are oak, 
walnut, and hickory; and—unlike the case of 
Virginia and the th—there is no under- 
growth whatever.

The Old Dominion,”’ by the 
rough hand of war, has been deprived ‘of at 
least three-fifths of its blooded stock, but her 
daughter State, Kentucky, was far ‘leas thé 
theater of war, and is probably now richer in 
horseflesh than she was when the war began. 
Even Planet,- which was esteemed the 
finest horse in Virginia, and whieh was saved 
miraculously somehow or other from the dep- 
redating General Custer, has been bought by 
arich Kentuckian, and is now munching his 
oats within a dozen miles of my present abode, 
lending his energics to multiplying the already 
very large number of Kentucey thorougli- } 
breds. In the same stable—Mr. Alexander's 
—stands also the famous Lexington, who 
made his four miles over the New Orleans 
course years ago in 7 min. 195{ secs,, and who, 
released from such trials, has since become 
the sire to any number of fleet racers all over 
the country. This 7 minutes 19% seconds is 
the best time ever made in America. Ek- 
forts to improve on it have been fre quent, 
but so far they are all failures, To beat 
Lexington’s time is now the grand ol bject of 
Mr. John Harper, the owner of the celebrated 
Longfellow; but the impression of those to 
whoa I talk on the subject is, that Longfel- 
low's performance of the feat Is exceedingly 
doubtful. I shall not atte mpt to give youa 
list of the notable horses of Kentucky still on 
the turf, ſor their name is legion. Since Lex 
ington and Planet have been withdrawn, I 
think Littleton and Longfellow are most in 
the foreground. Both these horses have made 
extraordinary performances this year, Lit- 
tleton ran last May two miles in 3 min. 34! 24 
sec. e was carried eastward by Mr. 
Harper this summer, but, being 
out of condition, he failed to ‘achieve a 
triumph. Exchange, another nag of Mr. Har- 
ers, which made a mile and a half last spring 
n 2 min. sec., Was the worst beaten horse 
in the three-mile race of Saturday, in which 
four participated. I was present as they took 
him out of his stable for the race, and the 
idea of his trainers then secmed to be that he 
might do anything—win the race if he would, 
or be distanced through his refractory behav- 
ior. He chose the latter alternative. 
Longfellow, however, is the sensation of the 
American turf this year. He is truly a mag- 
nificent animal, seventeen hands high lacking 
half an inch, and yet so exquisitely propor- 
tioned that no glance of the eye would give 
you an idea of his real size. In color he is 
a rich dark bay. His wonderful success on 
the turf in the West induced his owner to 
take him East this summer. Fora while vic- 
tory emed always in his grasp. He ran at 
Long Brunch a two-and-a-half-mile race, beat 
ing Preakness, Regards, and Helmbold, three 
of the crack horses of the East, with the ut- 
most ease. His next trial of speed 
was at Saratoga, where, in 4 
three-mile heat, he defeated’ the re- 
nowned Kingfisher. His work seemed then 
lished. True, he was to run a 
four-mile heat with Kingtisher, in August; but 
Kingfisher broke down, and the match fell 
through. The owner of Helmbold, however, 
resolved to put him in the four- mile purse, 
and Mr. Harper committed the fatal error of 
despising his antagonist. He fattened up 
Longfellow for his Journey home instead of 
— him for the struggle with Hembold

Let us Have Peace. 

As we observed, in summing up the 
various re reports which the Lexington ex- 
citement has called forth, we are not will- 
ing to believe that Judge BALLAAD would 
consciously allow his court to be made 
the theater of mere partyism, of private 
wrong and outrage. We have some per- 
sonal knowledge of Judge BALLARD, aad, 
whilst we regard him as a man very much 
fixed in his own opinions and of a disposi- 
tion rather more uncompromising than 
could be wished in one whose duties in- 
volve so many and such pecuhar interests 
interests which are really intertwisted with 
our entire domestic fabric—we have never 
questioned his motives. That he is a gen- 
tleman of kind impulses we are quite sure; 
and neither he nor the public need be told 
that his position exposes him to dangers 
and temptations of very opposite kinds. 
The present difficulties aggravate these 
dangers. They excite the people. They 
stir up conflicting passions, which, under 
better auspices, would overflow the bar- 
riers of justice, and, under existing condi- 
tions and laws, must needs intensify all 
the features of the case. Unless the people 
and the court are brought to a realization 
of the evil influences by which both are 
beset, very serious consequences may 
ensue. A whole community, an entire 
State, may be distraught, its citizens set to- 
gether by the ears, its prosperous currents 
set back, and all its good purposes embit- 
tered and misdirected on account of a 
lack of ordinary moderation and sound 
sense. A wise and brave man occupying 
Judge BALL position—a wise and 
brave man who is proof against current 
passion and excitement—might save to his 
people of every class, and to the public 
order and justice, every safeguard and 
every right alike to the weak and strong. 
On the other hand, a very honest man, 
sharing the popular feeling on either side, 
and stimulated by a violent partisan press, 
is capable of doing infinite mischief from 
the best intentions in the world. At this 
moment there is absolute danger. The 
absence of adequate local legislation fur- 
nishes all the pretext desired by partisans. 
The Kuklux aet of Congress furnishes the 
instrument of party hate. The Federal Court 
has it in its power to do just what it likes. 
That is the truth. But it did not make 
the Kuklux act, and the. intelligence of 
Kentucky is not responsible for our domes- 
tic deficiencies. Moreover, every intelli- 
gent man knows that, in the absence of 
serious local disturbance, we have been 
making steady progress. Kentucky is to- 
day at rest. We are peaceful and prosper- 
ous. We are measurably free from the 
difficulties which have harassed our 
neighbors. It is our interest—the interest 
of all of us—the interest of Republicans 


cially of that solid and respectable class 
which Judge BALLARD himself represents— 
to preserve our quiet, not by harsh execu- 
tions of alien law, not at the point of the 
bayonet, but by justice so shaped as to 
consider, among the many matters of sym- 
pathy and wrong which it has to consider, 
that public security before which even 
private rights and privileges must at times 
give way.

there is no sufficient evidence 1 that MURPHY 
himself was guilty of fraud, and the 
Nation fairly retracts its former judgment 
against him on that ground. 

Mr. Murpny was tried by court-martial, 
upon the charge of having swindled the 
Government in the cap contract, and as 
lime was abundant just at that season of 
the year, and whitewash very easily made, 
he found little difficulty in escaping the 
penitentiary. It isa singular fact that all 
scoundrels whose swindles amount to over 
a hundred thousand dollars escape the 
penitentiary now-a-days. It is a thousand 
times safer to rob the United States Treas- 
ury of all- it contains than to steal two dol- 
lars and a half from the money-drawer of 
a country store. A hundred and twelve 
thousand dollars were the sum of Mur- 
rur's flat burglary, and of course he was 
permitted to go finwhipt of justice. Mr. 
Monrur's caps, or hats, were not much 
worse, it seems, than the standard by 
which he was to have been governed in 
their manufacture, but, according to 
his political friend, the Nation, that 
standard, furnished by himself, 
was utterly bad — of the meanest quality.” 
He was tried by court-martial for furnish- 
ing hats that were of the meanest quali’ 
ty,” but, inasmuch as they were not much 
worse” than the standard furnished by 
himself, which was ‘‘utterly bad,” he was 
acquitted of the charge of fraud. Twenty 
years ago, when there prevailed the ab- 
surd idea that a Government contractor 
must assume the virtue of honestyzif he 
had it not, Mr. Munrur would inevitably 
have gone up the spout. Whitewashing 
the crimes of public men was not ranked 
among the fine arts in those ridiculous old 
days.

have had a thirty-five-thousand-dollar 
} eettage of his own at Lee Branch,

ADVANTAGES OF LOUISVILLE. : 

In presenting to the readers of the Covaimr- 
JOURNAL a review of the tobacoo market for the 
year which has just closed, it is not deemed im- 
portant to rehearse in much detail the advan- 
tages presented by Louisville over all other mar- 
kets, inasmuch as this part of the subject was 
amply set forth a year ago. Its po- 
sition, ite intimate connection with the great 
tobaceo-growing region of the West, and the fa- 
cilities for reaching the market—all were given 
in eatenso a year ago. To repeat would be use- 
less, for the world at large has come to acknow!- 
the supremacy of this point over all others. 
It is not a matter needing demonstration. Its 
truth asa proposition passed into an axiom 
which none pretend to dispute. Stili 
4 BIRD'S-EYE VIEW 
of the postition, and a general sum- 
ming up of all the other advantages, may not be 
amiss, 


Kentucky is the largest tobacco-growing State 
in the West, the staple being produced, more or 
less largely, in some seventy counties. These, 
with twenty-five counties in southern Indiana, 
fifteen or eighteen in southern Illinois, and about 
twenty in Middle Tennessee, with a small portion 
of Missouri, constitute the great tobacoo region 
of the West. The location of Louisville in ref- 
erence to these districts is such that she may 
be truthfully said to be central—much more 30 
than any other prominent point. Cincinnati is 
on the extreme eastern limit, and St. Louis on 
the far west. Her connection with these dis- 
tricts by land and water is exceedingly advan- 
tageous. 

The navigable water-courses—which are the 
natural avenues for this trade—are the Ohio 
river with its branches, the Kentucky, the Green 
and Barren, the Cumberland and the Tennessee, 
all in Kentucky, and ali flowing through the 
southern tobacco field; the northern field—Indi- 
ana and Iumots—is not so favored, the only nav- 
igable stream being the Wabash. The railroads 
penetrating the southern field are the 
Louisville and Nashville, main stem—its 
branch to Clarksville and Memphis, its 
branch to Bardstown, branch towards Knox- 
ville? branch to Richmond, and the Eliza- 
bethtown and Paducah road, also a bramch; the 
Louisville and Lexington, and its branch to Cov- 
ington and Newport. Inthe northern field are 
two roads connecting directly with the city, and 
running through or touching the fleld—the Lou- 
isville"N. A. and Chicago, and the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi, western division. This gives a total of six 
navigable streams and ten lines of railroad. The 
shipping points along these avenues of trade, 
more or less interested in tobacco, number about 
one thousand, all having direct connection with 
the producer, and all looking to Louisville as 

Tus GREAT CENTRAL POINT. 

To the careful, attentive business man no more 
need be said on this score. Louisville has 
almost entire control over this large extent of 
country, not simply because of her geograph- 
ical position, marvelously advantageous as 
it is, but stil more certainly because 
of the wise, luberal and judicious laws which for 
years past have governed her transactions; laws 
which were framed, not in the interest of the 
producer, to the exclusion of the buyer, nor 
vice verea, but as equally as possible for the mu 
tual benefit of producer, buyer and warehouse- 
man. 

The producer comes in direct contact with the 
buyer, either in person or by his agent, the ware- 
houseman, as he may prefer. The tobacco is 
offered for sale whenever the producer chooses, 
so that he can watch the market, and, having his 
tobacco on the spot, meet with no delay when 
the proper time arrives; or, under instructions, 
his agent will act for him just as if he were pres- 
ent. The fees for selling are so small as to be 
but a light tax on the planter, yet are considered 
satisfactory to the warehouseman. The planter 
ean ship his tobacco to market, attend the sale 
and go home in a few hours, with his money in 
his pocket, or save the expense of a trip back 
and forth and have the money to his credit in 
bank. No delays are necessary; no tobacco sold 
except for cash, and no risks whatever to run. 

THE STORAGE FACILITIES 
are ample in every respect, consistiag of six large 
warehouses, and one smaller one, the Kentucky 
not yet so fully equipped as the others in this 
respect. These houses have capacity for storing 
and taking care of 85.000 hhds; and, as the pro- 
prietors of these houses are the agents of the 
producer, it is to their interest as well as his to 
keep the tobacco in good condition, so far as 
such condition can depend upon their care. 

THE PLANTER'’S EXPENSES, 

The cost of selling isa very marked item to 
the advantage of this market over all other large 
cities; this willbe more plainiy seen from the 
following statement. Taking $100 as the fair 
average value of a hhd, the costs will be:

In 
this market no storage is charged for the first six 
months, by which time the tobacco will most 
certainly be well sold, unleas the owner prefers 
to have it held; if he does the fee for storage 
thereafter is only 40 cents per month. Nor does 
the warehouseman charge interest on his outla 
in paying freights and charges, though he is 
almost co t 2 vf pocket from 9500 to 
$1,000 on that sco

A Movement for a National Divoree 
Law. 
[Herald Washington Special | 


A rather remarkable movement has been 
put on foot here by Mrs. Admiral Dahlgren, 
rs. General Sherman, and the other ladies 
who are taking an active part in opposing 
womun’s suffrage, the scheme being nothing 
less than to ‘completely outflank the suffrag- 
ists of the Tilton-Woodhull school. hese 
ladies do not believe that the Constitution as 
it now stands gives to women the right to 
vote, and they are determined to deprive the 
others of their so-called sixteenth amend- 
ment by occupying the ground themselves, 
with an amendment p ov.ding for a uniform 
system of divorce, Their principal argument 
in. favor of this new measure is that if the 
courts in othet States are obliged to recog- 
nize Indiana diverces as valid, though they 
are generally obtained by fraud, the tribunals 
of that State virtually absorb the whole di- 
vorce business of the country, and imperil 
the property and marital rights of every 
woman from Maine to California. This, they 
think, makes the question one of such national 
importance as to require the interference of 
Congress, under constitutional safeguards; 
and they desire the constitutional provision 
they are seeking to be called the “Sixteenth 
amendment.” They are going to work like 
real high-born ladies to encompass their ends, 
and ‘design having their measure first intro- 
duced into the Senate rather than the House, 
since the former is a body of much 
more decorum and dignity than the 
latter, What is more, My. Trambull is 
to be asked to take charge of the amend- 
ment, both as chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee and as the purest and best of the 
tors of the Unite tes. It is believed 
that this measure will secure for American 
women all the rights they care to exercise in 
public affairs and save them from the big 
of such pernicious r as is the d 
grace of Indiana.

THE NEW LINE. 


An Account of the Organization and 
Progress ot the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Raitroad. 


A Great Enterprise 


The Chesapeake and Ohio railroad, aa its di- 
rection gave it an origina! interest in this quar- 
ter, has always been worthy of the attention of 
our public men asa probable part of our raill- 
road system. Now, since its purchase of the 
Short-line has brought it to our doors, its im- 
portance to the city and the interest of our peo- 
ple in its history and progress are so greatly in- 
creased, that we believe a brief acc unt of tle 
enterprise will not be out of place. There is lit- 
tle to be told in addition to what we have already 
written on the subject, but the facta collated in 
a more orderly manner may give our readers a 
„better understanding of the scheme and of the 
men who have it in hand.

Virginia. 

Board of Public Works of the State of Virginia 
was incorporated by 8 —— for the pur 
pose of from Covington 
to the Ohio river, — ———— 
Ohio railroad. This road was a State road, to 
be built with State funds. From 1853 to the 
breaking out of the late war the Board of Public 
Works expended upon this road nearly four 
millions of dollars. 

The war of course put a stop to operations, 
while it lasted, and after the war the State of Vir- 
ginia found herself in a peculiar position in ro- 
gard to those of her public works which were lo- 
cated in or extended into West Virginia. A 
joint commission of the two States, however, was 
appointed by their respective and 
this commission was empowered to aispose of 
the road. For the purpose of increasing the 
value of both the Virginia Central and the Cov- 
ington and Ohio roads, and to induce competi- 
tion for the control of the line by making it a 
great through-line to the Ohio river, a consoli- 
dation of these roads was effected and a new 
company, formed under the title of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Raitroad Company, which under 
took to con: truot the unfinished line on condition 
that the work already done by the State should 
be given to it as a bonus. This it failed to 
do from inability to raise the necessary funds. 

A commission wasthen appointed to go to New 
York end confer with the espitalists of that 
great money-center, endeavor to get them en- 
listed in the enterprise, and thus insure its gue- 
cess. The members of this commission had 
heard of Mr. C. P. Huntiagton as one of the 
railroad kings of the country; as having ex- 
pressed great interest in the enterprise; as en- 
tertaining a strong conviction of the value, if 
not necessity, of such a road to the inter-com- 
merce of the country, as welt as to its excess of 
production seeking an outlet to a foreign mar- 
ket, and, finally, as having intimated that he 
might be induced to invest bis means and expe- 
rience and energy in the work. To him, 
therefore, they went at once, and having succeed- 
ed in enlisting his interest in the matter, other 
large capitalists were associated with him, and 
a thorough examination of the franchises of the 
company, as well as of the prospects of the road 
asa profit: ble investment, was instituted at once. 
The result was so satisf: thattwo years 
ago the present parties, w names were given 
in the CouRIER-JOURNAL yesterday, comprising 
some of the wealthiest men of the country, some 
of whom are among those most prominently 

* the grand enterprises of the time, 

interest in the Chesa- 

peake and 705 railroad, and at once set it 
squarely on its feet. 

Since that time the affairs of the road have 
prospered, under the financial management of 
men whose wealth is great and whose credit is 
almost unlimited. Asan instance of the confi- 
dence of capitalists in these gentlemen, and 
their faith im the success of an enterprise in- 
dorsed by them, we may state that the company 
had put ten millions of dollars on the market in 
seven per cent. bonds, anc had procured the aid 
‘of distinguished financiers to dispose of them, but 
in vain. On the purchase of the road by Mr. Hun- 
tington and his associates they declared that 
they were not willing to pay? per cent. for 
money, at once withdrew the bonds, and issued 
fifteen millions of dollars in siz per cent. bonds. 
Notwithstanding that the bonds of the old com- 
pany found no sale at 7 per cent., these new 
bonds, at a lesser rate, but under new auspices, 
were readily taken, eleven millions having now 
been disposed of, commencing at 90 cents on the 
dollar and gradually rising to 93, with a contin- 
ued upward tendency. 

The entire length of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroad, proper, from Richmond, Va., at the 
head of tide-water on the James river, to Hunt- 
ington, West Virginia, on the Ohio river some 
seven miles above the mouth of the Big Sandy, 
is about four hundred and twenty miles. Of 
this distance, two bundred and twenty seven 
miles, from Richmond to White Sulphur, Va., 
are completed and in operation; ninety-two 
miles, from the mouth of the Big Sandy to the 
falls of the Kanawha, are ready for the 
rails, and only await a rise in the river which 
will allow the transportation of material, to b> 
made ready for the locomotive; leaving a gap of 
ninety miles, from the Kanawha falls to Coving- 
ton, Va., tobe filled up. The entire road is to 
be in operation by the first of September next, 
ten months from this date, and will have cost, 
when finished, thirty millions of dollars. 

The portion of the road between White Su! 
phur and Covington, about twenty-three miles 
includes the passage of the road over the 
main range of the Alleghany mountains. 
and has been constructed without regard to ex- 
pense, inorder to secure the low grade of 20 
feet to the mile over the mountains, that being 
the maximum grade of the road. These twenty- 
three miles have cost upwards of six millions of 
doliars. As we have stated in previous articles, 
the work on the entire line, as far as completed, 
is all of the most substantial character, and it is 
said to be in that respect the best road in the 
United States. All the grades as bigh as twenty 
feet tothe mile are laid with the best quality of 
steel rail. 

Last June the gentlemen interested in the 
Chesapes ke and Ohio railroad tock two milion 
and six hundred thousand dollara of the capi- 
tal stock of the Lexington and Big Sandy rail- 
road, be‘ng a majority of the five million dol’ars 
capital stock of that enterprise. Nine hundred 
and fifty dollars have been subscribed 
by Fayette, Clark and Montgomery counties 
and the city of Lexington, besides the private 
sabscription. The construction of the road is 
to be pushed forward as rapidly as practicable, 
so as to afford the Chesapeake and Ohio an out- 
let in this direction as soon as possible 
after its completion to the mouth of the 
Big Sandy river. This will give us a shorter line 
to New York and other Eastern cities than, any 
of the exicting routes, and by equation of 
grades and curves the difference will be greatiy 
increased in favor of the new road. 


The advantage of the road as a carrier of 
freighis will not rest only in the difference in dis- 
tance, be it much or little. The cost of freights 
is affected by other circumstances, such, for in- 
stance, as the difference in grades. The maxi- 
mum grade of the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad 
is 2034 feet to the mile; of the Baltimore and 
Obic, 117 feet to the mile; and of 
the Pennsylvania Céntral 71 feet to 
the mile. It is estimated that a 
locomotive which cen draw a train of twelve 
cars over the grade of the Baltimore and Ohi» 
can draw a train of forty or fifty over the grade 
of the Chesapeake and Ohio; and a proportion- 
ate advantage ie possessed by the latter road 
over the Pennsylvania Central. The expense of 
ruvning the trains is thus very greatly lessened, 
and the cost of gee proportionately cheap- 
ened. 

The tonnage which Louisville will furnish to 
‘and require from this line will be very consider- 
able, not to speak of the ‘through business 
which l come in on converging lines to be for- 
warded from this point. The question of cheap 
freighter, there‘ore, is one of great importance, 
and any advantage in that respect will have its 
weight in giving direction toand stimulating 
abipments. 

We have thus rapidly run over the chief fea- 
{ures ot this new route eastward. 1h>periodica 
reports of the officers will hereafter keep us 
posted as to the progress of construction and all 
othe: ee of interest.

see him. The disappointment seemed to rest 
vpon his mind. He furthermore remarked that 

his little grocery store on West Market street 
was ali he had, and that was not sufficient to 
maintain his family. He continued this wander- 
88 intervals during the night. 

A policeman walked passed the house at 5 
o'clock in the morning, and saw Mr. Gaither 
sitting in the window looking out on Sixteeuth 
street. When one of his room-ma es went down 
a few minutes previous to get some water at the 
pamp, the deceased was then lying asleep on the 
bed. He must have waked up and gone to the 
window about that time. Asthe room-mate r@ 
crossed the street he heard a noise and looked 
up at the window. Gaither was seemingly lean- 
ing out, and at the same time catching at the 
ash. He exclaimed: Look out! and fell to 
the pavement below. He never spoke nor 
groaned, but lay there helpless and unconscious. 
The fall was heard distinctly all over the house, 
and waked up all the boarders. The poor fellow 
went down about twelve feet with a terrible 
ora h. 

He was conveyed to an ante- chamber and Dr. 
Clemens sent for, in great haste. Strange to 
say, a careful examination failed to discover any 
serious bodily injary. A scar onthe cheek and 
a small contusion on the right arm were all the 
external marks. No bones were broken, nor 
were there any symptoms of concussion of the 
brain, Had noone seen him fall, there would 
have been little or no evidence of the fact. 

It ia believed that he was not altogether at 
himself, either in the morning or during the pre- 
vious night. A small bottle found in his pocket 
contained the remnant of somé opium, A young 
lady at the house testified before the jury that 
she had seen him taking this poison twice within 
the last fortnight. Another statement, not 
made before the jury, was to the effect that a 
druggist had collected one opium bill of twenty- 
seven dollars from the deceased. 

It would seem from these statements, and 
from his wandering conversation the night pre- 
vious, that he was a regular opium-eater, and 
had probably takenan over dose, not perhaps 
with the view of killing himself, but to drown 
sorrow. The place and manner of falling, too, 
were not such as to confirm the suspicion of sui 


cide. 
Deceased had moved to Louisville from Har- 


din county, where several of his family now re- 
side, His wife and daughter live in Jofferson- 
ville. They bad not heard of his death yester- 
day evening, or at least they had not come to see 
about it. His relatives in Hardin county were 
telegraphed to, and will probably come after the 
body to-day. Mr. Gaitner had just bought out 
the firm of Cormick & Simms, who kept a green 
grocer’s store on West Market street. 

A great many witnesses were examined at the 
trial. After hearing their statements, the jury 
returned the verdict that the deceased fell from 
the window while under the influence of opium, 
and died from the combined effects of the epium 
and the fall. 

Mrs. Allen, the landlady, was exceedingly kind 
to the deceased, and waited upon him till the 
moment of bis deatn with all the care and atten- 
tion of a mother.
